Distinguishable by the large letters in LIBERTY on the 
obverse and the small, heavy bow on the reverse. Deep, even 
brown color; a relatively well centered coin with only minor 
porosity in the planchet. Well detailed for the grade. 

2 NGC 1820 MS 64 Brown. The popular Randall hoard variety, 
with die breaks encircling the obverse. Glimmers of red are 
noticed, particularly on the reverse. 

3 PCGS 1820 MS 65 Red and Brown. A solid gem specimen, of 
Randall hoard origin, mellowed only slightly on the obverse 
and free of substantial blemishes. 

4 PCGS 1838 MS 64 Brown. Glossy chocolate-brown surfaces, 
well detailed in all but the obverse stars.

Satiny, untoned, and displaying 
exceptionally clean surfaces.

A solidly graded coin 

419 NGC 1900-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Light striations 
are visible on the reflective surfaces. 

420 PCGS 1900-S MS 65. A choice specimen that actually 
displays considerable prooflike tendencies and is framed on 
the obverse in specks of violet and gold. 

421 NGC 1904-0 MS 65. An interesting coin because of the wide 
variety of colors displayed on the surfaces. Toned in concentric 
rings of rainbow iridescence.

The centers, while 
not completely struck, exhibit better than average sharpness 
for this difficult S-mint Morgan.

200 proofs of this variety reportedly struck, only a small 
percentage of which survive in choice condition. Population: 11 
in 64, 5 higher. 

426 PCGS 1880 PR 66. Spectacular multicolored toning engulfs 
both sides of this pristine specimen, highlighted by electric- 
blue about the peripheries. Population: 13 in 66. 

427 NGC 1882 PR 63. A very attractive coin for the grade. The 
fields are deeply mirrored and the piece is toned in shades of 
rose and blue over both sides. The toning well conceals what 
problems there may be on the surfaces for none are 
immediately apparent to the unaided eye. 

428 PCGS 1883 PR 65. Richly toned over both sides in milky 
steel-violet and bluish-green shades, being free of readily 
discernable hairlines. Population: 22 in 65, 10 higher.

Golden- 
orange surfaces with prooflike tendencies. 

Deep 
reddish-golden centers with a pronounced olive tinge at the 
peripheries. A sharp looking near-gem coin. 

444 PCGS 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 63. Lustrous, 
with a copper spot or two on the reverse. 

445 PCGS 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 64. Satiny 
with a few specks of reddish-gold color on either side. 

A sparkling example 
with golden-orange peripheral accents.

Bright and lustrous, 
with pale yellow-gold color. The scarcer of the two Lewis and 
Clark issues. 

449 PCGS 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar AU 58. Good color 
with much rem ainin g luster, just slight friction on the 
highpoints. 

450 PCGS 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 64. Good rich 
color and luster. 

451 PCGS 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 65. Quite 
frosty with pleasing golden-orange color. 

452 PCGS 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 65. A 

second frosty gem, this one with less of an orange tint. 

453 NGC 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 65. A lovely 
piece of commemorative gold that has superb luster 
characteristics as well as subtly variegated red and steely-blue 
color. The surfaces are remarkably well preserved with the 
only noticeable abrasion being a tiny tick on the jawline of the 
worker, otherwise, the coin would surely have graded 66. 

454 PCGS 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 66. 
Astonishing quality and undoubtedly one of the finest Pan-Pac 
dollars we have ever laid our eyes on. The surfaces appear 
flawless and the mint luster rolls around the surfaces in a 
thick reddish-golden sheet that is punctuated by an occasional 
spot of coppery color on each side. Population: 55 in 66, 1 finer. 

455 NGC 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 65. The 
surface preservation and mint luster are both top notch, but 
the most immediately observable characteristic on this com is 


the deep coppery-reddish color that is mixed on both sides 
with the predominant yellow-gold seen throughout. Strong eye 
appeal for this scarce commemorative issue. 

456 PCGS 1916 McKinley MS 63. A choice appearing example, 
downgraded by a few slidemarks on McKinley's cheek. 

457 PCGS 1916 McKinley MS 64. Satinlike and essentially of gem 
quality. 

458 PCGS 1917 McKinley MS 64. Shimmering green-gold 
surfaces that exhibit strong detail and few appreciable marks. 

459 PCGS 1922 Grant MS 64. Medium yellow-gold color with a 
couple of speckles of coppery color on the obverse. 

460 PCGS 1922 Grant MS 66. An outstanding example of this 
popular gold commemorative. Both sides have a soft frosted 
mint luster that is accented by a couple of darker copper 
stains. These stains are slight, and as can be inferred from the 
grade, do not detract from the considerable overall eye appeal 
this coin possesses. 

461 NGC 1922 Grant with Star MS 65. Deep rose-violet toning 
outlines bright, fully struck surfaces. 

462 NGC 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 60. Excellent color and luster, 
though there are severed surface marks. 

463 PCGS 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63. Satiny with a pleasing, 
original appearance. 

464 NGC 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63. Satiny and bright. 

465 PCGS 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63. Rich, orange-gold color 
with a tiny mark on the reverse. 

466 PCGS 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64. Bright luster and lovely 
yellow-gold highlights. 

Frosty and quite sharp, 
with a subtle green tint about the obverse.

Fully detailed with only a whisper of 
obverse scuffiness. The scarcest of the Open Wreath varieties, 
one of a reported 1,000 pieces struck, though a large 
percentage of mint state pieces survive. Population: 6 in 62. 

473 PCGS 1851-C VF 30. Evenly and very well struck, showing 
traces of luster about the devices. A sharply detailed and 
affordable Charlotte gold dollar. 
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474 NGC 1852 MS 64. Light in color with a clean, satiny 
appearance. 

475 PCGS 1853 MS 62. Very sharp, but a bit too bright to qualify 
at a higher level. 

476 NGC 1853 MS 65. An intricately detailed gem that displays a 
shimmering, satiny brilliance and few appreciable marks. 

477 PCGS 1855 Type Two MS 60. Fully lustrous, this piece 
would surely have grade higher were it not for several mint 
made problems. There is evidence of flaking of the planchet as 
seen on the forward section of Liberty's face and neck. Also, 
the dies are heavily clashed, leaving a strong impression of the 
obverse on the reverse and vice versa. The strike is somewhat 
irregular as well with the top of the headdress being weak and 
the corresponding portion of the reverse weak also, i.e., the 
bow at the bottom of the wreath. However, the digits in the 
date are strong as is the hair detail on Liberty. All in all a 
pleasing coin for the grade that actually appears much nicer 
than this description makes it sound. 

478 PCGS 1857 MS 62. Well defined and framed in golden-orange 
patina. 

479 NGC 1858 MS 65. While not a particularly rare issue per se, 
any pre-1860 gold dollar in gem condition is a worthwhile type 
piece. This is the one certified by NGC and none are finer. 

This is the variety that shows double punching in the lower 
loop of the second 8. Superior luster, sharply struck, and rich 
reddish color make this a particularly desirable coin for the 
date or type collector. 

480 PCGS 1859-D XF 45. A rather common Dahlonega issue, but 
certainly a difficult coin when placed in the context of the 
Type Three gold dollar series. This piece shows moderate wear 
and some of the characteristic softness of strike in the centers. 
The surfaces are a deep reddish-golden and there are no 
mentionable abrasions. Trends $1,100 in XF 40, $2,500 in AU 
50. 

481 NGC 1860 MS 63. Scarce in circulated grades and especially 
difficult in mint state. Fully struck with excellent luster and 
just a few scattered pecks in the surfaces on each side. 
Population: 2 in 63, none finer. 


482 NGC 1861 MS 61. Light hairlines consistent with the grade. 

483 NGC 1862 MS 65. A fully, intricately detailed gold dollar that 
is problem-free throughout with thick mint luster. A common 
date gold dollar in lower grades but quite scarce in gem 
condition with only 12 certified by NGC and 3 finer. 

484 NGC 1873 Open 3 AU 58. Virtually complete luster 

485 PCGS 1880 MS 67. A spectacular example of this tiny- 
mintage (1,636 pcs.) hoard date, with shimmering surfaces 
that border on perfection. Superlative quality for the gold 
fanatic. Population: 30 in 67, 3 higher. 

486 PCGS 1881 MS 62. Prooflike surfaces with some trivial 
scuffiness in the obverse fields. An affordable example of this 
low-mintage issue. 

487 PCGS 1886 MS 65. Quite a scarce coin in gem condition with 
only 12 pieces certified by PCGS. A popular date with only 
5.000 pieces struck. Fully struck with pleasing reddish-golden 


color and a mixture of prooflikeness and cartwheel in the 
fields. 


PROOF GOLD DOLLAR 

488 PCI 1885 PR 58. For the person looking for an affordable 
proof gold dollar, this may be a wise purchase. While graded 
PR 58, there is really very little friction evident on the 
surfaces of this coin. The fields are deeply mirrored, being 
little affected by the slight handling, and there are no large or 
unsightly contact marks on either side. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

489 NGC 1843 MS 62. While not a rare date in all grades, the 
1843, like any pre-1860 date is very elusive in strict mint 
condition. It would certainly not be accurate to describe this 
coin as common, and it is, in fact, many times rarer than any 
of the 1895-1907 dates. Sharply struck, except on the eagle's 
leg as always, with good luster and few marks. Population: 1 
in 62, none are finer. 

490 PCGS 1846-D VF 25. Bright surfaces that are well defined on 
the obverse, but exhibit a normal amount of softness in the 
center of the reverse. One of just 19,303 pieces struck. Trends 
$775 in VF 20. 

491 PCGS 1846-0 VF 20. A well balanced example of this scarcer 
New Orleans date, typically weak on the highest points. 

492 PCGS 1851-0 XF 40. Higher grade than most of this issue, 
with faint h airlin es visible on either side. Trends $385. 

493 PCGS 1854-C XF 40. A very scarce issue that is seldom seen 
even in XF. Of the few survivors, many are cleaned and others 
show extensive abrasions. The strike on this piece is soft on 
the hair curls, but is especially weak on the reverse-a trait 
common to all '54-C quarter eagles. Minimally abraded for the 
issue with medium reddish-gold color. Trends $2,050. 

494 PCGS 1876 VF 30. A bright, evenly worn example of this low- 
mintage (4,176) P-mint, temptingly close to full XF quality. 
Trends $330 in VF 20, $735 in XF 40. 

495 PCGS 1880 XF 40. Sharply struck with remnants of prooflike 
luster. One of just 2,960 business strikes produced. Trends 
$365. 

496 PCGS 1889 AU 53. Well struck and displaying virtually 
complete luster, satiny in texture. 

497 PCGS 1892 MS 64. A scarce, low mintage issue with only 
2,440 pieces struck. This is a sharply defined coin with 
excellent luster and deep red and steely-blue color. Population: 
2 in 64, 3 finer. 

498 NGC 1899 MS 63. Well struck. 

499 NGC 1900 MS 62. Needle sharp with deep, satiny luster. 

500 NGC 1900 MS 65. Wonderfully preserved, with pinpoint 
striking details, lovely golden-orange accents, and original 
satiny luster. 

501 PCGS 1902 MS 62. Good luster for the grade. 
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502 PCGS 1902 MS 63. Razor sharp with a distinct yellow-gold 
tint. 

503 PCGS 1902 MS 63. Good color and luster. 

504 PCGS 1903 MS 63. Lustrous with excellent sharpness.

In spite of having a "large" mintage 
of 112 pieces, the 1860 proof quarter eagle is no more available 
than issues with much lower mintages. Apparently most 
proofs were melted and estimates of survivors range from a 
low of 18-19 pieces to as many as 30. This is one of only 2 
pieces to have been so graded by NGC with another 2 in PR 
65. There are a few tiny planchet flakes out of the fields and at 
the bottom of the reverse it appears that the coin was struck 
through a piece of curled up thread, but there is little to 
indicate out-of-the-mint defects that would cause the coin to 
grade PR 64. As stated, the devices are cameoed and overall 
the coin has outstanding eye appeal. 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

512 PCGS 1908 MS 63. Bright yellow-gold surfaces, well struck for 
the date.

530 PCGS 1926 MS 62. Decent luster for the grade.

533 PCGS 1926 MS 64. Very frosty with tinges of orange within 
the recessed areas of the devices.

It was the only three- 
dollar struck in the Dahlonega mint, and as such is a rare date 
coin that is the subject of ferocious competition among 
collectors of both the three-dollar series and collectors of 
Dahlonega gold. Rarely is the '54-D seen above XF with a 
pleasing VF coin such as this one the best most collectors will 
ever have a reasonable chance of acquiring. This is a totally 
problem-free coin that has no obvious surface blemishes, just 
light die clashing on each side and the weak, concave denticles 
that are characteristic of all genuine '54-D threes. Trends 
$6,250 in VF 20, $10,000 in XF 40. 
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542 PCGS 1861 XF 45. A scarce date in higher grades, but more 
commonly encountered in VF-XF condition. This piece has a 
number of small to medium sized handling marks on each side 
but the deep reddish-orange color subdues the seriousness of 
these marks considerably. This is the variety with thin letters 
and field striations that impart a prooflikeness that is still 
evident even after 15 points of wear. 


EARLY HALF EAGLE 

543 PCGS 1798 Large Eagle AU 53. Large 8. 13 Stars. Breen- 
6429, Cross Arrangement of Reverse Stars. A rare variety 
with the reverse stars arranged so. A trifle softly struck in the 
centers and lightly marked on each side. The surfaces have a 
lovely golden-olive tint with a significant overlay of deep 
reddish color. A rare type and an even rarer variety. Trends 
$5,050 in AU 50. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

544 PCGS 1846 AU 50. The more commonly seen Large Date 
variety, displaying traces of prooflikeness about the devices. 
Trends $415. 

545 PCGS 1846-C AU 53. Evenly and well struck for this rare 
issue, with much of the original luster intact. The surfaces are 
peppered with light abrasions, but the coin shows little actual 
wear. From a mintage of just 12,995 pieces, only a handful 
could exist in such outstanding grade. Trends $4,500 in AU 50. 

546 NGC 1847 XF 45. Well struck with significant reflectivity 
remaining in the fields. 

547 PCGS 1847-D AU 50. A moderately scarce D-mint five that is 
quite elusive in AU condition. This is a pleasing, semi¬ 
prooflike piece that is fully detailed on the hair curls of Liberty 
and leg of the eagle, places that are usually weak on branch 
mint gold. Trends $3,200. 

548 PCGS 1847-0 VF 35. This is the rarest New Orleans half 
eagle and one of the rarest of all half eagles in the entire 
Coronet series. High grade examples are unknown and seldom 
are coins located even in XF condition. This is a somewhat 
roughened VF that shows a prominent mark on each side in 
addition to the usual number of small abrasions. Medium 
orange-gold color with some striking weakness noted on each 
side. Trends $2,400 in VF 20, $11,500 in XF 40. 

549 NGC 1851-0 AU 53. This is a rare date No Motto half eagle 
that Breen terms "prohibitively rare in AU." It is a mid¬ 
condition census coin with the finest known being an MS 62. 
The strike on this piece is a bit soft in the centers, as usual, 
and the surfaces overall are relatively clean with a light 
greenish-golden color. Trends $5,000 in AU 50. 

550 PCGS 1858-D AU 65. A very scarce D-mint half eagle that is 
extremely rare above XF. This is a well struck piece with only 
slight softness of detail on the hair curls. Noticeable bits of 
mint luster still remain in the protected areas of the design 
and the surfaces are clean, showing no noticeable abrasions on 
either side Trends $2,650 m AU 50, $11,750 in MS 60. 

551 PCGS 1860-D AU 50. A scarce pre-Civil War issue that is 
similar to the other D-mint issues from the 1855-59 era, but 
according to Akers, this date is a bit easier ot locate in higher 


grades. Usually seen flatly struck, this specimen has good 
definition on the obverse, but does lack feather details on the 
neck of the eagle. A clean coin with just a hint of semi- 
reflective fields. Trends $3,850. 

552 NGC 1866 AU 55. With a mintage of only 6,700 pieces, one 
would expect this to be a scarce coin. It is. in fact, a rare date 
in all grades and one that is seldom seen above the XF level. 
This piece is tied with at least one other AU 55 as the finest 
known example of this important first year of type, and there 
are no mint state examples known. This is a sharply defined 
example with a few, small scattered abrasions and even 
reddish-gold color. Trends $4,600 in AU 50, unlisted any finer. 

553 NGC 1868-S AU 55. Very rare in XF or better condition with 
only three other pieces certified in AU by the major 
certification services. The 1868-S is unknown in strict mint 
condition, making this one of the finest, if not THE finest, 
known example. This piece is missing a bit of luster in the 
fields and on the highpoints and there are a couple of light 
coppery stains scattered here and there. Well struck, except 
on the eagle's neck, as usual, with only minor abrasions. 

Trends $7,500 in AU 50, unlisted any finer. 

554 PCGS 1871-CC VF 30. A very rare CC five that is seldom seen 
any finer than the present specimen. This coin shows uneven 
wear with more rubbing evident on the highpoints of the 
obverse than the reverse. Deep reddish-orange color and one 
mark of note, that being between stars 2 and 3. Trends $1,150 
in VF 20, $3,100 in XF 40. 

555 PCGS 1871-S XF 45. A very scarce S-mint five that is 
considerably more difficult than the mintage of 25,000 would 
suggest. This is one of the finest pieces available and only a 
couple of coins are known in better grades. Sharply struck 
with a fair amount of luster still remaining. Identifiable by a 
couple of small grease stains (as struck) on the obverse by star 
1. Trends $2,400 in VF 20, $6,350 in XF 40. 

556 NGC 1873-S AU 50. The 1873-S is very rare with most 
surviving specimens only grading VF; XF coins are quite 
scarce. This piece is tied for second finest known, being 
exceeded in grade only by a PCGS AU 53. The surfaces of this 
coin are bright and show tiny portions of mint luster still in 
the protected areas. Lightly abraded. Trends $11,750. 

557 PCGS 1874-CC VF 25. Moderately worn surfaces, with the 
reverse appearing sharper than the obverse. A scarce Carson 
City issue in its median grade, one of 21,198 examples struck. 
Trends $600 in VF 20. 

558 PCGS 1874-S XF 40. A very scarce half eagle that is a major 
condition rarity; only one coin is known above the XF level. 
This is an original piece that has much reddish color on each 
side, and shows a number of small abrasions over the surfaces. 
Trends $3,950. 

559 PCGS 1874-S XF 40. A very scarce half eagle that is a major 
condition rarity; only one coin is known above the XF level. 
This is an original piece that has much deep reddish color on 
each side, and shows a number of small abrasions over the 
surfaces. Trends $3,950. 

560 NGC 1875-CC XF 45. A rare Carson City half eagle that is 
seldom seen above VF. This is a pleasing XF coin that is better 
struck on the obverse than most (with some weakness on the 
hair curls), but is soft on the neck and leg of the eagle on the 
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reverse. The surfaces are lightly marked with no distracting 
abrasions of note. Trends $5,650 in XF 40, $14,500 in AU 50. 

561 NGC 1877-CC VF 30. Not only is the '77-CC a rare date but it 
is also a condition rarity above the XF level. The mintage was 
only 8,680 pieces and most of the known survivors are not as 
nice as this choice VF specimen. Even rubbing over the 
highpoints and problem-free surfaces characterize this coin, 
that also has light reddish-gold color over both sides. Trends 
$1,150 in VF 20, $3,500 in XF 40. 

562 PCGS 1877-S VF 35. A rare coin in all grades and seldom seen 
above the VF-XF level. This piece has slightly roughened 
surfaces from circulation and much deep reddish color. Trends 
$350 in VF 20, $1,175 in XF 40. 

563 PCGS 1880-S MS 61. Vibrant surfaces, a bit spotty on the 
obverse. 

564 PCGS 1881 MS 62. Exquisite color and luster, though a few 
surface marks. 

565 PCGS 1881 MS 62. A bit dull. 

566 PCGS 1881 MS 62. Well struck with darker peripheral color. 

567 PCGS 1881 MS 63. Vibrant luster and rich color. 

568 PCGS 1881/0 AU 50. Lustrous orange-gold surfaces. A high 
grade example of this rare overdate, the lower right loop of the 
0 clearly extending up from the base of the 1. Trends $1,800. 

569 PCGS 1881 -S MS 62. Well struck. 

570 PCGS 1881-S MS 63. Sharply defined in all areas with good 
color and luster, just a few tiny field marks from MS 64. 

Scarce. Population. 29 in 63, none finer. 

571 PCGS 1882 MS 62. Nice color and luster. 

572 PCGS 1882-S MS 64. Rich color, with a trace of iridescence. 

573 PCGS 1885 MS 63. Frosty with rose tinted fields and no 
serious distractions. Very scarce any finer. Population: 31 in 
63, 1 higher. 

574 PCGS 1885-S MS 63. Bright luster. 

575 PCGS 1886-S MS 62. Bright and lustrous, though marred by 
what appears to be a staple scratch on the obverse. 

576 PCGS 1886-S MS 63. Boldly struck and clean, with a satiny, 
golden-orange finish. 

577 NGC 1887-S MS 62. Sharply struck with bright pink centers 
and deeper orange color at the rims. 

578 NGC 1887-S MS 63. Fully struck with a ring of pale olive 
around the rims. 

579 PCGS 1891 MS 63. Fully struck and lustrous with deep 
orange-gold color. A very scarce condition rarity among the 
later date Coronet fives. Population: 4 in 63, 1 finer. 

580 NGC 1891-CC AU 58. Sharply struck with nearly full mint 
luster and bright yellow-gold color. 


581 PCGS 1892-CC XF 40. Original with spotty orange coloration 
and minimal wear for the grade. Trends $375. 

582 PCGS 1893 MS 62. Superior color. 

583 PCGS 1893 MS 63. Sharply struck and lustrous. 

584 PCGS 1893-S AU 55. Good color, with considerable luster 
remaining. 

585 PCGS 1898 MS 62. Clean, mark-free surfaces. 

586 PCGS 1899 MS 62. Sharply struck with good color and luster, 
but somewhat baggy. 

587 PCGS 1899 MS 63. Pleasing reddish color and fully struck. 

588 NGC 1899 MS 64. Fully struck with clean surfaces and 
attractive golden-olive color. 

589 PCGS 1901 MS 62. Boldly struck with scattered marks. 

590 PCGS 1901 MS 64. Satiny and quite sharp, limited in grade 
only by a trivial scuff before Liberty's chin. 

591 NGC 1901-S MS 62. Fully struck and lustrous. There is a 
small planchet flake out of the right obverse field that is also 
discolored a deep coppery-reddish hue. 

592 NGC 1901-S MS 62. Shiny. 

593 PCGS 1901-S MS 63. Very appealing, as is typical for this 
issue, with thick, satiny luster and orange-tinted surfaces. 

594 PCGS 1902 MS 63. Sharply struck with pinkish-orange color. 

595 PCGS 1902-S MS 62. Lustrous and only modestly marked. 

596 ANACS 1905-S AU 55. Well struck with good remaining 
luster. A moderately scarce date that is very elusive any finer. 

597 PCGS 1906 MS 63. Satiny luster, with smooth, mark-free 
surfaces. 

598 PCGS 1906-D MS 62. Sharply struck with deeper golden- 
orange color.

611 PCGS 1909-D MS 62. Fully struck but kept from grading 
higher by numerous small abrasions on each side. 

612 PCGS 1909-D MS 62. Rich orange-gold color with matte-like 

613 PCGS 1909-D MS 63. Frosty with rich orange-gold coloration. 

614 PCGS 1909-D MS 63. Another richly colored specimen from 
the same source as the preceding 

615 PCGS 1909-D MS 63. Bright, even yellow-gold color with 
none of the often seen olive patina in the fields. Full strike. 

616 PCGS 1911 MS 62. Frosty yellow-gold surfaces, original in 
every respect. 

617 PCGS 1911 MS 62. 

618 PCGS 1911 MS 63. The surfaces have a pronounced mottled 
reddish-orange and steely-blue color over both sides. 

619 PCGS 1912 MS 62. 

620 PCGS 1912 MS 62. Small obverse copper spot. 

621 PCGS 1912-S MS 61. A very rare five Indian in mint 
condition, in fact, among the rarest in the entire series. This 
piece is certainly above average in eye appeal with a good 
strike (except on the mintmark, as always) and exceptionally 
clean surfaces for the grade. The luster is a bit subdued, but 
this is characteristic of all specimens we have seen of this 
issue. Population: 7 in 61, 8 finer. 

622 PCGS 1913 MS 62. Well struck and clean for the grade 

623 PCGS 1913 MS 62. Lustrous. 

624 PCGS 1913 MS 62. Good luster, though there are a few 
surface marks. 

625 PCGS 1914-S MS 60. Like the 1912-S a few lots above above, 
the '14-S is one of the outstanding condition rarities in 20th 
century U.S. gold. It is rarely seen in mint state, and this piece 
is reasonably well defined with only a few small abrasions and 
good luster characteristics. Population: 3 in 60, 7 finer 

626 PCGS 1915 MS 62. Deep, even orange-gold color and much 
cleaner on the obverse than the reverse. 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

627 PCGS 1842 AU 50. Large Date. In lower grades there is little 
distinction between the Large and Small Date varieties, but in 
better grades the Large Date is the scarcer of the two. This is 
quite an attractive coin that has unusually deep mirrors in the 
fields and a full strike in all areas. Minimally abraded with a 
few light streaks of coppery color on each side. Trends $3,650. 

628 PCGS 1842 AU 55. Large Date. The Large and Small Date 
varieties were minted in approximately equal numbers, but in 
better grades the Large Date is a more difficult and costly 
item. This is a very pleasing coin whose surfaces are a bright 
yellow-gold. The strike is sharp in all areas and the only 
mentionable superficial flaw on the coin is an area of 
horizontal hairlining on the lower reverse where the coin was 
apparently wiped with a cloth at one time. Trends $3,650 in 
AU 50, $14,000 in MS 60. 

629 NGC 1842 MS 60. Small Date. A rare coin in any grade, the 
1842 is very elusive in mint state. Akers stated that he had 
never seen a Small Date in strictly uncirculated condition. The 
population data from PCGS and NGC does not distinguish 
between the two date varieties, but there is a combined total 
of 5 coins in MS 60-63 condition between the two services. This 
is a bright, fully lustrous coin that does not show any of the 
usual prooflikeness in the fields. Well struck throughout 
except on a couple of the obverse stars and showing a few 
small scattered abrasions. Trends $10,500. 

630 NGC 1842-0 AU 53. The 1842-0 is a condition rarity at the 
AU level with only six pieces certified by the major services in 
the various grades of AU. The greenish-gold color of tht s piece 
shows a mild overlay of reddish-orange and the coin is ell 
struck throughout with numerous small to medium sized 
abrasions on each side. Trends $4,000 in AU 50, $13,000 in MS 
60. 

631 NGC 1843-0 AU 50. Because of its substantial mintage of 
175,162 pieces, the '43-0 is considered a common date. But in 
high grades (AU and better) it is really quite difficult to locate. 
This piece has the numerous small abrasions often seen on 
other coins of this issue. The surfaces show a rich golden-olive 
color and the piece is sharply struck at the peripheries, but 
weak in the centers. Trends $2,000. 

632 NGC 1846-0 XF 40. A very scarce No Motto ten and more 
elusive than the four O-mint issues that precede it. In XF it is 
considered to be an R.6 coin and is very rare any finer. Typical 
for the issue, this piece shows the usual softness of detail and 
numerous small abrasions, neither attribute being a major 
drawback to the desirability of the coin in this grade. Trends 
$1,500. 

633 PCGS 1847-0 XF 45. A bright yellow-gold example that is 
above-average for this No Motto issue. Trends $360 in XF 40, 
$1,250 in AU 50. 

634 PCGS 1851-0 AU 50. A common date by No Motto standards 
with lower grade pieces plentiful, but AU and mint state coins 
are quite elusive. This is a nice coin for the grade with 
noticeable traces of luster still around the devices, and no 
objectionable marks. Well struck in the centers with some 
softness on the stars. Trends $2,500. 

635 NGC 1852-0 AU 53. An extremely rare coin in AU, only two 
other pieces have been certified (both by PCGS). This piece is 
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listed as the third finest known on the condition census for the 
issue. It is identifiable by a small toning spot above the R in 
AMERICA. The pedigree is very impressive for this coin, 
reading like a Who's Who of 20th century numismatics: ex: 
Eliasberg, lot 690; ex: John Clapp, 1942; and earlier from the 
James Ten Eyck Collection (B. Max Mehl, May, 1922). Much 
reflectivity remains in the fields and there is a light reddish 
patina that has accrued to the surfaces that adds even more to 
the attractiveness of the coin. Well struck throughout with 
good definition on the stars. Trends $6,750 in AU 50, unlisted 
any finer. 

636 NGC 1853-0 AU 58. In lower grades the '53-0 is usually 
available for a price, but in this lofty condition it is quite rare 
and desirable. Sharply struck throughout with a few stray 
handling marks in the fields and on the devices. Trends 
$2,400. 

637 PCGS 1854-0 AU 50. Small Date. The more common of the 
two varieties of the year, and a coin that is better struck than 
the normally encountered piece, with well defined centers and 
some radial details on the stars. There are just the normal 
amount of small abrasions in the fields, none of which are 
singularly distracting. Trends $6,250. 

638 PCGS 1854-S AU 50. One of the few common dates in the No 
Motto series of tens, but a scarce item in AU condition. This is 
a sharply struck piece that has medium orange-gold color and 
a fair amount of remaining luster. Trends $2,850. 

639 NGC 1854-S AU 55. Sharply struck on both sides with good 
remaining luster and only minor abrasions. A premium grade 
for this issue. Trends $2,850 in AU 50, $11,500 in MS 60. 

640 PCGS 1858-0 VF 35. Smooth green-gold surfaces that display 
a bit stronger detail on the reverse. Trends $285 in VF 20, 

$850 in XF 40. 

641 NGC 1859-S AU 50. A rare and highly sought after No Motto 
ten that Akers compares in rarity to the near-legendary 1858 
and 1859-0. This is the only piece to have been so graded by 
either service, making this the finest known of this rare date. 
Slightly reflective in the fields with strong central details but 
somewhat weak on the stars. Only minor abrasions on either 
side. Trends $18,000. 

642 PCGS 1863-S XF 40. A very rare and highly respected date in 
the No Motto series that is a major condition rarity as well. 
This is a pleasing XF with fight rubbing in the fields and on 
the features. The only mark of consequence is a curving 
scratch on the lower portion of the truncation of Liberty's 
neck. Trends $6,500. 

643 NO LOT. 

644 PCGS 1868 VF 30. A moderately worn example that displays 
prooflike remnants about the devices. One of just 10,655 
pieces struck and scarce in all grades. Trends $650 in VF 20, 
$1,600 in XF 40. 

645 PCGS 1871-S VF 30. Like the '63-S above, this issue is not 
only a rarity in terms of numbers available in all grades, but it 
is also a major condition rarity that is very seldom seen above 
VF. The surfaces are peppered with innumerable small 
abrasions but these tend to significantly subdue the effect of a 
couple of shallow obverse field scratches. Much peripheral 


reddish color can be seen on each side. Trends $2,150 in VF 20, 
$4,450 in XF 40. 

646 PCGS 1874 AU 50. Well struck and particularly lustrous on 
the reverse. Trends $600. 

647 PCGS 1876-CC XF 40. A rare and very seldom seen Carson 
City ten that is a major condition rarity in the Coronet series. 
According to the population data from the two major services 
there are no coins certified better than XF 40! This piece is 
softly struck on the hair curls, as usual, and the surfaces show 
a pronounced reddish color surrounding the devices. The fields 
are somewhat abraded, as could be expected, but the only 
mentionable mark is a vertical one behind the head of Liberty 
between stars 9 and 10. Trends $9,200. 

648 NGC 1881-S MS 62. Brilliantly lustrous. 

649 NGC 1883 MS 60. Well struck and fully lustrous with a 
number of small to moderate sized abrasions on each side. 
Scarce in mint state. 

650 PCGS 1883-CC VF 30. Very lustrous for the grade, but some 
notable softness on the reverse precludes a higher rating. One 
of just 12,000 pieces struck. Trends $425 in VF 20, $825 in XF 
40. 

651 PCGS 1883-0 AU 50. The lowest mintage branch mint eagle, 
with a production of only 800 coins. Most of the obviously few 
survivors are actually well worn, putting AUs and BUs at the 
highest level of scarcity. The present example shows only 
minimal wear and no mentionable distractions. Population: 3 
in 50, 1 higher (AU 58). Trends $15,750. 

652 NGC 1884 XF 45. Scarcer date. 

653 NGC 1884 MS 61. A very elusive later date ten that is 
virtually impossible to obtain in strict mint condition, a rather 
surprising fact considering that more than 75,000 pieces were 
struck. This coin is fully struck and fully lustrous but does 
show numerous small abrasions on each side in keeping with 
the grade. Population: 1 in 61, none finer. 

654 NGC 1884-S AU 55. Sharply struck with good color. Scarce in 
mint condition. 

655 NGC 1886 AU 58. Fully struck with almost complete mint 
luster and numerous small handling marks in the fields. Very 
scarce any finer. 

656 NGC 1886-S MS 61. Sharply struck and lustrous. Scarcer 
date. 

657 PCGS 1888 AU 50. Tough date; PCGS has certified only 7 
mint state pieces, all MS 60s. 

658 PCGS 1888-S AU 55. Lots of luster, but marred by a rather 
heavy mark in front of the face. 

659 PCGS 1890 MS 61. One of only 3 MS 61s graded by PCGS, 
with none higher! (4/93) Obviously, one of the finest known of 
this elusive, low-mintage date. Trends $2,000 in MS 60. 

660 PCGS 1891-CC XF 45. Semi-prooflike fields 

661 PCGS 1892-CC VF 35. Original surfaces. 
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662 NGC 1892-0 MS 60. Slightly baggy but completely lustrous. 

663 PCGS 1893 MS 62. 

664 PCGS 1893 MS 62. Good luster and color. 

665 NGC 1894 MS 62. Bright luster, with a few patches of deeper 
yellow-gold color. 

666 PCGS 1895-0 AU 55. Good luster for the grade but showing 
numerous bagmarks and a dark spot at 7 o'clock on the 
obverse rim. 

667 PCGS 1897 MS 62. Generally pleasing appearance. 

668 PCGS 1897 MS 62. Good luster and surfaces for the grade. 

669 PCGS 1899 MS 62. 

670 NGC 1899 MS 62. Well struck and attractive. 

671 NGC 1899 MS 62. Almost as nice as the preceding. 

672 PCGS 1899 MS 63. Clean and well struck. 

673 PCGS 1899-S AU 55. Good remaining luster but heavily 
marked on the obverse. 

674 PCGS 1899-S AU 55. Quite close to mint state and more 
attractive than most 60s. 

675 NGC 1899-S AU 58. Rich color with excellent luster. 

676 PCGS 1901 MS 64. Well struck in the centers with rich 
reddish-golden color and minimal abrasions. There is a small 
copper stain on the reverse that covers the O in GOD on the 
scroll. 

677 NGC 1901 MS 65. The fields of this lovely coin have a semi- 
reflective quality that adds considerably to the brightness of 
the coin and its overall eye appeal, but also tends to draw 
one's attention to the few tiny, scattered abrasions; marks that 
would scarcely be noticeable on a fully lustrous coin. Fully 
struck with a pleasing orange-gold color. 

678 PCGS 1901-S MS 62. Good luster and attractive light color. 

679 NGC 1901-S MS 62. Outstanding luster and surfaces for the 
grade. Could easily grade a point higher. 

680 PCGS 1901-S MS 62. Lustrous and fully struck with numerous 
tiny abrasions on each side. 

681 PCGS 1901-S MS 63. Excellent luster and surfaces, with some 
areas of rich orange color.
